MAILEY’S' PRACTICE. 
MAN WHO LEARNED TO BOWL 
- WITH ORANGES. :

‘Ina park at Leeds on June 19, 
while I was searching my mind for 


a subject on which I could write, | 


T saw a amall boy take up hia stand 


‘| before a tree and then start to 


bow! googlies at it, writes Trevor 
Wignall in the Daily Expresa. 
That youngster may be play- 
ing for England in a few 
yeara’ time, but 'the main service 
he rendered me was to remind me 
of a series of conversations I re- 
cently had with ‘Arthur Mailey, 
one of the greatest exponents 
of the wrong ‘un the game of 
cricket has known. Mailey. is 
. travelling with the present Aus- 
tralian team as a reporter and 
cartoonist, but it; was not until he 
told me that-I learned that he is 
on the suspended list in his own 
country. 
Suspended Cricketer. 

He is not ‘allowed to play in 
first-class cricket because he 
wrote an article last year about the 
game in Australia. It appears that 
every cricketer in the Dominion 
must first get: the sanction of the 
Board of Contro] before he.can put 
pen to paper, but Mailey did not 
apply for this, simply because 
journalism is his sole means of 
making a living. The board fell 
on him Uke a cartload -of bricks, 
and I have heard from others that 
he would have been: included in 
the present side if he hnd not so 
grievously offended, But what has 
bacome of the Board of Control’s 
sense of proportion? Surely a 


‘| newapaper man such ab. Malley 


ought to be given the right to fol- 
low his profession, 

“Twas probably the worst 
cricketer on earth when I was be- 


tween sixteen and Seventeen,” he. 


remarked after I. had asked him 
about his early days. “Then one 
morning { saw a fellow throw up 
googlies at a wall... That set me 
thinking. I wanted to. qualify for 
the highest class of cricket, but 
aos [ was then a_pick-and-shovel 
labourer with the Sydney Water 
Board I had few chances of ac- 
quiring knowledge. I watched the 
googlie merchant, for.a consider- 
able time and finally I decided that 
U would try to become an expert at 
throwing up the wrong 'un, 1 
practised for two years before 1 
was really proficient.” 

How do you suppose that Malley 
went - about his self-appointed 
task? He was too poor to buy 
cricket balls so-he took an orange 
and began slinging it at ornaments 
on the mantelpiece of his bedroom. 


He is the only person I ever heard 


of who learned to bowl with an 
orange, but I recall that he men- 
tioned to me that it was not long 
before he had broken every single 
thing in the room. Even in those 
early days he had two consuming 
desires. One was to play for Aus- 
tralia against England, and the 
other was to make himself so good 
as a cartoonist and critic that he 
would get himself a job on a jead- 
ing newspaper. ‘Both these wishes 
have ‘been met, and having ‘read 
some of Mafley's contributions, I 
think it can be sald that he is now 
one.of the best writers on the 
game,

PLAYING CAN BE 
OVERDONE. 


REGULAr MASSAGE. 

Tennis {s an exeelient outdoor 
exercise. It Is good for wind, eye, 
brain and limb. It teaches alert- 
ness and self-reliance, but it de: 
mands abundant stamina if played 
serlously, and’ should be reganded, 
therefore, chiefly as an exercise. for 
tho young and the fit.: 

Before choosing it as a recreation 
consider carefully your, age and 
physique. 

, Growing girls should avold exe 
cessive or violent tennis exercise, 
though in moderation it shoufd do 
good. The’ delicate person will 
‘benefit from tennis so long as he 
takes the game easily and avolds too 
strenuous singles, 

‘A sweater or cardigan’ should 
always bu taken to the tennis court 
to be put on imniediately the play 
is over. This will prevent an after- 
tennis chill. 

The older person who feels he is 
fit enough to play the game would 
be wise, before beginning on a sea- 
son's tennis, to train for a week or 
two beforehand by regular massage 
and daily physical exercises, - 

It fa a good plan ‘to rub olive off 
constantly into the feet, This is a 
Preventive against the corns de- 
veloped by tennis shoes. Soak the 
feet before applying the oil. . 

The particular risks of tennis are 
“tennis elbow,” “tennis knee,” and 


s foot troubles, 


“Tennis elbow” is an effusion of 
fluid into a small sac near the elbow 
Joint. It is dua to over-usage of 
‘the’arm in some favourite and for- 
cible stroke or to a too sudden atroka 
io ust unnatural position. 

“Tennis knee” is a “alipped’ 
cartilage’ of the knee-joint; No 
amateur should attempt to set right 
‘this temporary ‘ocking” . of the 
joint. ‘A special knee bandage’ fit- 
ted with a pad to support the car 
tilage in position may suffice to 
rectify the trouble, but if it persists 
§n recurring un operation may be 
necessary. 

The foot’ troubles of tennis are 

usually sprains or strains. Slight 
sprains may be walked off, provided 
that the foot is bandaged up to the: 
ankle and just. above it, But no 
tennis should be played until: re- 
covery ig made. Severe cases: re-' 
quire cold applications and rest for 
a few days. Later massage and 
bandage compression | may’ be desir. 
able.

INFLUENCE OF: AMERICAN 
SLANG, 


A FEW EXAMPLES. 


The American language has now 
become respectable. ' “The Little 
Oxford Dictionary of Current 
English” has found it advisable to

origin, and having decided to do 
80, has done it thoroughly.

Perhaps ¢t. was they who insisted 
e ‘thaé all the words that come from 
America should be'marked with ar 
awterisk,' though the editors assure 
us thit this must not be faken as 

a sign of inferierity. 
* Triumph of Slang. : 

The further indication ‘‘(sl),” 
which means “slang,” ‘is attached 
to some of them, but in the main 
‘the importations are accepted as 
-part of the common’ stock of 
English speech, and their country 
of origin is stated just as you 
might mark butter “Danish” with- 
out intending to convey that.it was 
not good butter, There are plenty 
of American words and expreasions: 
which | have ‘already . become 

e naturalised among us on their 
merits and they are mostly slang, 
in which America excels. Whoever 
invented. the word “sissy” for an 
effeminate youth was a genius in 
word-making, and “lounge lizard” 
ig too good not to have won inktant 
acceptancé, 

Other good words in the same 
ld sai are “tight-wad,” “he-.: 
man” “rubbers neck." None of 
these "needs? explanation. 
“cute,” “vamp,” “frazzle,” “mutt,” 
“gind® eye,” “a good mixer,” “the 
once pyer.” Most of these are 
recognisably of American origin, 
and have more galt on that ac- 
couat. Truth must be told’ at all

The nomadic urge that took him 
away from his native shores 45 
yeats ago brought Toribio Monte-

locks of 80 years, buck:to Manila 
and the Fhilippines this. morning 
aboard the Empress of Asia, from 
Vanconver, B.C. | 

Surveying the waterfront wits 
unbelieving eyes, unexpectant that 
radical changes had taken place in 
the ‘nearly half-century that he 
had not seen the Pearlof the 
Orient, Montero, with suppressed 
tears of joy-walked down the gang- 
plank this morning and exclaimed: 
“So this is Manila.” 

Once ashore, he became voluble, 
told the details of his Hfe which 
a freak of fortune had altered; de- 
tails that put to shame the exploits 
of many a modern youth who claim 
that they are the only ones carving 
their places in the world, 

Montero was a. youth once—Hike 
many to-day. .He deemed his own 
San Jose de Buenavista, Antique, 
a narrow confine to his overflow- 
ing robustness.

He Is stated to have 
thrust his head from a window. 
According ‘to the report Mr. Chu 
was struck on the’ head by a hail- 
stone. : 

‘Sweeping damage was wrought 

to the vegetable, cotton and other 
crops, the rice crop, newly-sown, 
suffering heavily and being. prac- 
tically destroyed. Without proper 
assistance, the farmers say, it will 
be impossible to saw another crop 
the result belng that the farmers 
will face starvation. 
The petition concludes with the 
urgent request that the Shanghai 
Chinese authorities devise some 
means of aiding the farmers. in 
their plight. A few years ago a 
similar hailstorm’ -yisited” the dis- 
trict, destroying the crops and 
causing much hardship, .
